of the subject discussed, the general 
in terest attaching 
to such su bjects

It is a splendid article, read it. 
Eld.) 
"Thoro can be nothing wonderful in 
this narrative. 
Can it be of value to 
your readers? Only as som e m ay be 
led to join the ranks of those who 
are breeding purebred stock. For one 
it may be cattle; for another hogs, 
sheep or poultry. 
For me it w as the 
Belgian, and how Belgians have h elp ­ 
ed in addition to the draft power they 
furnish will be a largo part of m y 
story, 
it is a chapter from a life 
ut* ry on a farm iii a good section of 
Ohio. 
To me, b ecause it is borne, it 
is a good farm in the very b est s e c ­ 
tion. and to m e Belgians are boat for 
their purpose because they have help­ 
ed in m any w ays to m aintain that farm 
home. 
That som e other breed might 
perhaps have done as well does not 
matter. 
No other had 
tho chance. 
For several years before 11)10 I had 
used m ules as farru teams. 
Further 
back, from good drafty mares, som e­ 
w hat overw orked, I had raised a scat­ 
tering crop of colts. 
W hen I sold 
th© grade m ares 
I had som e good 
young m ules of m y own raising. O th ­ 
ers w ere bought, som e in the m ark et. 
som e in my ow n section, as I found 
them suited to m ate up and fit for 
classy farm or city team s. 
Buying a good grade of young mules. 
I w as nearly alw ays able to 
work 
them two or three years and sell for 
more than the first cost. 
For all the 
work of grow ing crops and feeding 
there can he no better team s and in 


som e w ays they are unequaled. 
Yet 
there was alw ays som ething not sa tis­ 
factory about it. 
It seem ed that they 
fitted hest in a schem e where e v e r y ­ 
thing enuId be decided by efficiency 
so much grain and hay feed; so much 
team pow er developed and used to 
produce an income. 
An 
important 
part, that of living, seem ed Inclined 
I to separate itself from the bu siness of 
farming, and the farmer w as likely to 
becom e ti bu siness man for revenue 
and the pleasure of conquest. The fam ­ 
ily becom es the family of a business 
n an, int ere ted in the business only 
or almost only through the income. 
Presently the bu siness man finds (hat 
he has a double problem; to produce 
an incom e and to live a life. 
And 
that rather com plex condition tends 
to sim plify itself by the farmers' pro­ 
ducing the incom e and the family's 
living the life. 


T h ese things w ere not reasoned out 
just this way, but tin* creative work 
of a breeder appealed to mo strongly, 
for I had g r o w n up surrounded by the 
young things on the farm
